"It remains for us to heed the 
principle of supply and demand 
to govern our actions in accord- 
ance with its dictates, and there 
by hasten the return of a pros- 
perity based upon the sound am 
lasting foundation of natural law.'

OF YACHT OWNER 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY SURE 


COLLINGS SLAIN BEFORE 
THROWN INTO WATER 


HUNTINGTON, N. Y., Sept. 17. 


(IP)—Convinced 
that Benjamin P. 
Collings was slain before being 
thrown overboard from his yacht, 
District Attorney Alexander Blue 
of Suffolk county called a cor- 
oner's inquest for this afternoon. 
An autopsy led Blue to believe 
that Collings first met death on 
his 
cruiser 
Penguin, 
then was 


bound hand and foot arid thrown 
into Long Island sound last Wed- 
nesday. His body was washed up 
yesterday at Lloyd's Neck. 
Dr. Otto Schulze of Bellevue 
hospital found that Collings had 
received a fracture of the skull, 
having been hit on the forehead 
and back by "terrific" blows. 
" He was then bound so tightly 
that ropes cuts into his flesh. 
Mrs. Collings had told authori- 
ties she heard her husband cry: 
"They're tying me and putting me 
overboard." She has insisted under" 
repeated questioning that two men 
boarded the yacht and kidnaped 
and attacked her in a small boat 


drowning her husband. -~

would not be called until tomor- 
row for questioning.

James W. Gerard, former ambassa- 
dor to Germany, arrived today on 
the liner Paris, saying Germany 
was now in "apple pie order" and 
that American* bankers ought to 
begin helping America. 
"In Germany, I have found, It 
seenis to have been good business 
since 1924 to 'go bust,"1 he said. 
"They have paid ten billion marks 
in reparations, and their public 
and private borrowings amount to 
about eighteen billions, so they are 
about eight billions ahead, but are 
still complaining about how poor 
they arc. 


"I do not think that Germany 


will establish a dictatorship with- 
in the year. There is a solid body 
of German citizens who are neith- 
er Hitler nor communists, and 
they will never be heard of until 
a crisis. Germany is really In ap- 
ple-pie order. 'She has built stadia, 
swimming baths, and all sorts of 
magnificent housings on borrowed 
money, and the balance she has 
lent to Russia. 
It is time that 


American bankers aided America. 
If we are to go business with 
Russia, let us do it directly and 
take the profits, and not do it 
through Germany.

NEARER POINT OF PERISHING

A charge that the farm board 
would wait indefinitely for a per- 
fect solution of the wheat surplus 
problem while the wheat farmer 
perishes wag made today by a 
group of Pacific Northwest grain 
men. 


The group, headed by Repre- 


sentative 
Summers, 
republican, 


Washington, yesterday was noti- 
fied the board rejected their pro- 
posed "Walla. Walla" plan for dis- 
posal of surplus wheat and the 
reduction of acreage next year. 
"The board will wait indefinite- 


ly for the perfect plan while the 
wheat farmer perishes under sur- 
plus production," the group said 
in a statement before departing 
for home. 


"We have made an honest, de- 


termined effort to put In operation 
a plan to cut surplus production 
which the board has always said 
must be done If wheat prices are 
to' permanently 
advance. ' The 


board has rejeoted the plan. We 
have asked for a modified plan 
but the board offers no concrete 
plan to accomplish the thing they 
say must be done." 


The "Walla Walla" suggestion 


for increasing prices and reducing 
surpluses 
contemplated 
sale of 


wheat controled by the board to 
farmers upon signing of contracts 
not to plant next year an amount 
eq.ual to the purchases, Approxi- 


mately 190,000,000 bushels remains 
' in the board's wheat bin. 


Acting Chairman Denman wrote 


Summers the plan was Impracti- 
cal and beyond the scope of the 
board's authority. 


"In a letter full of Inconsisten- 


cies and contradictions, the fed- 
eral farm board rejects the Walla 
Walla surplus wheat control plan," 
the wheat group 'declared. 


"After 
13 hours of discussion 
the board does not seem to grasp 
the economics of the wheat sit- 
uation as completely as. docs the 
wheat grower, the country banker, 
and the big business man who 
have passed on the plan. Certain- 
ly their letter of rejection to our 
committee is illogical and doe« not 
outline the plan as we presented 


"The board has preached reduc- 
tion of acreage from every plat- 
form, over the radio and through 
the press, for two years, but has 
secured no reduction. Now when 
we present 
a concrete plan to 
cut production, Chairman 
Stone 


objects to it on the ground that 
non-participating wheat growers in 
this and foreign countries might 
hear of our plan .and increase 
their acreage. 


"To our committee this sounds 


like a flat, contradiction of all 
that has even been said in behalf 
of reduced acreage. Every doubt 
has been resolved by the board 
against the plan and nothing—ab- 
solutely nothing—In 1U favor."

Donald added that the labor gov- 
ernment had been advised by the 
admiralty, when the cuts were un- 
der consideration, that the men 
loyally would accept them, pro- 
vided there were cuts all around 
In the public services and that 
there also was an adequate cut 
in the unemployment dole.

fighting hulks of Great Britain's 
restless Atlantic fleet were steam- 
ing quietly toward their home ports 
today' on the strength of the ad- 
mirality's pledge that any hard- 
ships resulting from wage reduc- 
tions would be adjusted.

ed forthwith that certain ob- 
noxious personages may be 
put in their place and a lot 
of misguided agitation ter- 
minated.

a- glorified school house are,

staple is considered.' 
There is, 
the chief says, a considerable num- 
ber of negroes • and some white 
people as well, who have not an- 
swered this call to work and who 
do not seem inclined, to answer 
it. They must do so, he says, or 
gefesome kind of a job at honest 
work—or move on. He has de- 
termined that vagrants shall not 
congregate, in Corsicana and is 
issuing a 'warning that the able- 
bodied man ,who is without a 
means of livelihood and will not 
accept the work while it is avail- 
able muse get out of Corsicana. 


Chief Knight is also • checking 
up with the charity organizations 
and is endeavoring to aid these 
tfodies in seeing that able-bodied 
members of the families on their 
rolls are placed at work while 
the work is at hand. In fact,. 
the chief says Corsicana cannot 
be a rendezvous for the undesir- 
ables under the guise of unem- 
ployed: He again reiterated that 
he had all sympathy for those 
without work or means and who 
were unable to work, and also 
with those who were able to work 
and could not find work,, but felt 
that when there is work if those 
able to work will not accept it 
they should be overlooked when. 
they call for charity. 
The chief asked that this be 


taken as an official warning that 
able-bodied men must either go 
to work or get out of his juris- 
diction or face tha. legal clnse- 
quences.

The senate office 
building

smart, with a new, nobly-column- 
ed entrance looking toward the 
union states across a 12-square 
landscaping project. It's getting 
a new wing too—which will give 
each senator a 3-room suite. 
The tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier in Arlington cemetery 
Is 
center of its own elaborate beautl- 
flcatlon scheme, with stairsteps 
and fountains and balustrades in 
process of building and a wooden 
frame about it as'it awaits the 
rare block of marble, which will 
complete* it. 
Sixty acres will have been ad- 
ded to Capital Hill when $35,000,- 
000 in jobs is finished, about 1934. 
Right now the activity centers on 
Union Station Plaza, where all is 
being made beautiful, with sub- 
ways being built to conceal street 
cars, and an underground garage 
to keep parked cars from getting 
between'you and your view.

month. 
Down the hill, founda- 
tions are being made for the new 
conservatory.. 
But that's only the beginning. 
The projects on Capitol Hill, all 
directed by the office of David J. 
Lynn, architect, are few compared 
to those directed by the' treasury 
department, now Involving 80 city 
blocks. 
The amazing 
new 
commerce 
building, covering nearly 
eight 
acres, and boasting a net floor 
area of 1.092,500 square feet, is 
almost finished. As soon as the 
commerce department moves into 
it, the war department can be 
temporarily quartered where com- 
merce moves out to make possible 
the promised remodelling of the 
state, war and navy building.

I did not tell him that his views 
were exactly those of the first 
Christian Pharisees, who, within 
speaking distance of the very spot 
where we were standing, had con- 
tended, 
nineteen 
hundred years 


ago, that the Church should ad- 
here to the Mosaic code. Neither 
did I say that Christianity only 
became a world religion when it 
was carried as a new, f res-faith 
to the Gentiles. 
The Church Council's Blunder 
Nor did I add that the first 


Church Council held in Jerusalem, 
to deal with this identical ques- 
tion; although it decreed for free- 
dom-and the inclusion of the Gen- 
tiles/ was still so much in bond- 
age to the past that most of its 
instructions, having to do with 
dietary 
regulations, were wholly 


wrong, and soon outgrown by the 
Church.' 
Nowadays there is a new vogue 


of Church 
councils; 
and 
they 


blunder quite as easily as -that 
first one wherein the living voices 
of the apostles > were heard. Con- 
sider how birth control has fig- 
ured in the reports of the recent 
denominational gatherings, includ- 
ing thef Lambeth .Conference. 
It 


seems 'difficult to religious lead- 
ers to distinguish between the es- 


<fes«ntial truths and spirit of the 
'Gospel and the perplexing con- 
temporary issues that are social 
and economic and political. There 
has been more talk about the 
League of Nations, 
the 
World 


Court, military training, prohibi- 
tion, politics, birth-control and di- 
vorce in some recent Church coun- 
cils than -there has been about] 
the Cross of Christ, 
Controversy In Keliglon. 
It was a 
mighty 
controversy 
that 
raged 
in 
the 
Apostolic 


Church. 
Timid souls—and 
most 


office-holders 
are 
timid—want 


peace and quiet above everything 
else. 
Yet controversy is a proof I 


of 
vitality, 
and 
essential 
to 
growth. 
So long as free, brave 


men pursue truth there will be 
differences 
of 
opinion. By 
the 


clash of these truth is learned. 


In the light of their personal 
experience, a life time of adher- 
ence to 
Jewish 
teachings, 
the 


members of the Jerusalem church 
saw no necessity for surpersedlng 
the Mosaic law; they were both 
good Jews and good Christians. 
But In the light of his experience 
as a missionary to the Gentiles, 
Paul perceived that to lay on his 
converts the weight of the old 
observances was to require a bur- 
den too heavy to be borne. He 
perceived, and the witness of the 
H.ly Spirit confirmed the Tight- 
ness of his judgment, that Chris- 
tian discipleship was a new, free 
life, requiring only faith in the 
crificied and risen Christ, and a 
consequent life of holiness. 
Both parties to this high con- 


troversy could not be right. So 
Paul and Barnabas went up from 
Antioch to confer with- the Apos- 
tles and Elders there. They were 
; welcomed affectionately—and here 
I is an esential point, that all Chris- 
tian controversy should be in love 
and charity and open mindedness 
—and given full opportunity to 
state' their case. It was a great 
controversy, with discussion; and 
the momentous decision was giv- 
en in behalf of Christian liberty, 
although certain tags and shreds 
of Judaism, concerning food as- 
sociated with idolatry, and meat 
that had been stangled. The case 
for a world-wide Gospel was won. 


Incidentally, 
in 
the 
light of 


modern criticism of Paul's status 
as an interpreter of Christianity, it 
is well to recall his endorsement 
by the first Church Council. 


.A Journey Through History 
Were space to permit, it would 


be profitable to trace that jour- 
ney to Jerusalem of Paul and Bar- 
nabas—down 
through 
Phoenicia, 
where French archaeologists have 
lately discovered that the alphabet 
is older than Abraham; along the 
Mediterranean road (my memory 
thrills at the recollection of these 
scenes); through 
ancient 
.cities, 


.•which are now ruins; along pleas- 
VaJSlt olive groves and hillside grain 
fields; until, shortly after passing 
Tyre, they came to Samaria, and 
rode across the gerat and fertile 
plain of Esdraelon, at first under 
the shadow of lit. Carmel, and 
later past Nazareth, and the gor- 
geous hill city of He-od, which 
once had been the capital of the 
kinds of Israel; and, along the 
hill-and-valley road, carpeted with 
sacred significance to a devout 
Jew, until at last they reached 
Jerusalem. 


It would be delightful to dwell 
upon the convoy of brethren who 
set them on their way out of Sa- 
maria; 
and 
upon 
the 
Christian • 


fellowship en route, and the way-1 
fide ministry and preaching—for 


ter, even Christ, and all ye are 
brethren.' ' 


Irideed, as Paul later wrote to 
the Galatians, 
the 
Jersulalem 


Council laid one closing obligation 
upon the Gentile Christians, that 
they should remember the poor. 
In present conditions, this may 
be laid down as a test of ortho- 
doxy. No doctrinal soundness, can 
atone for failure to consider the 
needy.

PRESIDENT BAR 


ASSOCIATION SAYS 
PROHIBITION ALIVE 


BY 3. B. BBACKETT 


ATLANTIC CITY, K. J., Sept. 


17.—(IP}—Charles 
A. Boston, pres- 


ident of the American Bar assso- 
ciatlon, today labelled prohibition 
as one of the four vital subjects 
that have emerged to interfere 
with "the 
arduous but pleasing 
task of attempting to make a na- 
tion happy." 


Mr. Boston opened the 54th an- 
nual convention of the association 
here today with an address on 
the constitution. 


Aside from prohibition Mr. Bos- 
ton found the development of the 
bank, slavery, and secession as the 
vital developments in our history 
interfering with the nation's prog- 
ress. Slavery still casts its shadow, 
he . said, and secession 
appears 


to be dead. The bank apparently 
has finally been defined. 


But prohibition, though in tlie 


constitution, has not ceased "to 
invoke violent 
opposition," Mr. 


Boston*said, and he recalled that 
the association by an overwhelm- 
ing referendum vote found prohi- 
bition wrong. 
He also recalled 
a letter 
of 
George Washington to the conti- 
nental congress, in which ha urged 
that the government appoint prop- 
er persons to buy grain and distil- 
it for the army. 


"We may .well wonder," Mr. Bos- 


ton said, "whether if this advice 
had been followed, and followed 
up by congressional legislation, as 
part of the flexible war power 
which justified the 'banking sys- 
tem, .we would not by this time 
have had a model system that 
would even be an Improvement 
on that which I have seen in op- 
eration in the province of Que- 
bec."

ENGINEER FOUND; 


STORY_BELIEVED

New York, Sept. 16.—(/P)—- 
The body of Benjamin P. 
Collings, Stamford, Conn., 
yachtsman, was. found in 
the surf at Oyster Bay to- 
day. 
The discovery appar- 


ently definitely settled the 
fact that he had been murdered 
as had been claimed by his wife 
in her tale of "pirates" which by 
some officials .had been looked 
upon as almost too fantastic to 
be true. 


Bound hand and foot, with a 


hole in the forehead and a slash 
across the throat, the body was 
washed in by the surf in the gray 
dawn and was found face down- 
ward in the sand by a /.solitary 
policeman. 


Still tied with the expert knots 


of an experienced boatman the 
body was brought to a morgue 
here for examination and autopsy.

icide squad studied the knots with 
which Collings' hands 'and 
feet 


had been tied and described them 
as "revengeful knots.'' 


It was said that the rope used 
to tie Collings was not like any 
found on the Penguin. It was half 
inch jute rope of a kind common- 
ly used for tying up small boats.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—(ff)— 
The United State* had an unfa- 
vorable foreign trade balance of 
$1,000,000 during August, the first 
such instance since 1926. 
Exports announced 
today 
for 


August by the commerce depart- 
ment were $165,000,000 and Im- 
ports $166,000,000. This compare* 
with exports of $297,765,000 in Aug. 
ust, 1930, and import* in the, same 
month 
of 
$218,427,000, favorable 
balance of $79,348,000. 


For the first eight months end- 
ing 
with 
Aug. 31, the. United 


States had a favorable foreign 
trade balance of $214,153,000. Ex- 
ports during the period were $1,* 
661,785,000 as compared with $2,- 
640,243,000 for the same period in 
1930 and imports were (1,447,632,- 
000 against $2,174,960,000. 


The unfavorable balance report- 
ed for August was the first since 
April, 1926. During the first four 
months of 1926 foreign trade bal- 
ances, were 
against the 
United 
States, sometimes by as much a* 
$68,000,000. Since April, 1926, how- 
ever, the United States has stead- 
ily maintained a favorable bal- 
ance.

legislators rallied in a counter- 
attack against Governor Huey P. 
Long of Louisiana today for In- 
sisting 
that

Rep.- T. H, McGregor of 


Austin denounced 
him on the 


floor of the house of represent- 
atives as "having no regard for 
truth" and as "unfit to hold any 
office of high nublic'trust." 
Senator W. "A. Williamson of 


San Antonio had denounced the 
Louisiana executive in the senate 
•last night, referring to him aa a 
"political demogogue" and accept- 
ing Long's "challenge" to defeat 
any Texas legislators who oppos- 
ed the "no cotton" plan for 1932. 


McGregor's attack upon Gov- 


ernor Long was the bitterest ad- 
dress heard on the floor of the 
Texas, house in many years, caus- 
tically condemning the Louisiana 
governor for his "radio invasion" 
of Texas in his zeal for passage 
of the cotton prohibition bill. 


"It is the first time in history 
that 
ignorance, 
impudence and 


insolence combined have crossed 
the state line and the people of 
Texas .been insulted by political 
ambition and demagoguery," Mc- 
Gregor declared. 


The legislator 
said 
Governor 


Long was "drunk with ignorance 
and power" when he charged the 
Texas legislature was being sway- 
ed by paid lobbyists and "blan- 
dished with wine, women and 
money."

about a reduction in cotton and 
wheat acreage was under way to- 
day after representatives of Okla- 
homa's wheat and cotton growing 
counties, meeting here yesterday 
at the call of Gov. W. H. Murrav, 
agreed upon a plan to reduce 1932 
cotton acreage to one-third of the 
state's tillable land. 


Wheat acreage would be reduc- 


ed to two-thirds of tillable land 
under the plan which would be- 
come effective, when the proposal 
was enacted into laws, and three- 
fourths of the other cotton

similar legislation.
